AT LEAST 30 DEAD. 8 MILLION WITHOUT POWER IN SANDY’S WAKE

washed off their foundations and onto a New 
Jersey state highway Heavy winds sent power 
lines and trees crashing to the ground. 

As they began to survey damage Tuesday 
officials said it was impossible to measure the 
destruction superstorm Sandy left behind. 

“I don’t think words like ‘catastrophic’ or 
‘historic’ are too strong to explain the impact,” 
NewTbrk Gov Andrew Cuomo said. New Jer- 
sey Gov. Chris Christie described the devasta- 
tion as “unthinkable.” 

Nearly 8 million customers shivered without 
power in 15 states and the District of Colum- 
bia in Sandy’s chilly wake. Thousands of people 
were in shelters, many wondering whether 
their homes had survived. 

Sandy claimed at least 30 lives in the U.S. and 
one in Canada, bringing the total number of 
deaths to at least 98 after the storm wreaked 
havoc in the Caribbean. The latest fatality re- 
ported was a man crushed by a tree that fell on

Tuesday afternoon. 

“It is still moving north. There are still com- 
munities that could be affected. There are still 
risks of flooding, still risks of downed power 
lines, risks of high winds,” he said, stressing the 
importance of heeding warnings from local of- 
ficials. 

Meanwhile, officials in cities and towns al- 
ready hit by the superstorm scrambled to res- 
cue stranded residents and restore services. 

Hundreds of people were stranded in one 
New Jersey town alone. 

And Connecticut Gov Dan Malloy offered 
ominous advice in a Twitter post: “If u find ur- 
self surrounded by water, call 4 help if u can, 
then get 2 highest level of home. Hang a white 
sheet out a street-side window.” 

Authorities scrambled in boats and National 
Guard trucks to rescue hundreds trapped in 
several towns after a berm broke in Moonach- 
ie, N.J. Some residents waited on rooftops for 
rescuers to arrive.

D LOS ANGELES Walt Disney Co. 

has agreed to buy filmmaker 
George Lucas’ Lucasfilm Ltd. and the 
“Star Wars” franchise for $4.05 billion 
in cash and stock, a blockbuster deal 
that includes the surprise promise of a 
new film in the series in 2015. 

Disney Chief Executive Bob Iger, 
in prepared remarks for analysts, said 
the plan was to release a new movie 
in the series every two to three years 
thereafter. The last “Star Wars” picture 
was “Revenge of the Sith” in 2005, and 
Lucas has in the past denied any plans 
for more. 

Lucas, a Hollywood icon known 
for exercising control over the most 
minute details of the fictional universe 
he created, will remain as a creative 
consultant on the new films. 

“It’s now time for me to pass ‘Star 
Wars’ on to a new generation of 
filmmakers,” he said in a statement. 
Lucas will become the second-largest 
individual holder of Disney shares, 
with a 2.2 percent stake. 

Disney will pay about half the 
purchase price in cash and issue about 
40 million shares at closing. 

Chief Financial Officer Jay Rasulo, 
in prepared remarks, said the deal

would lower Disney’s earnings per 
share by a low single-digits percentage 
in fiscal 2013 and 2014. He also said 
Disney would repurchase all of the 
issued shares on the open market 
within the next two years, on top of 
planned buybacks. 

This deal marks the third time in 
less than seven years that Disney has 
signed a massive deal to take over a 
beloved studio or character portfolio, 
part of its strategy to acquire brands 
that can be stretched across TV, 
movies, theme parks and the Internet. 


In early 2006, Disney struck a deal 
to acquire “Toy Story” creator Pixar, 
and in the summer of 2009 it bought 
the comic book powerhouse Marvel 
Entertainment

Why, Captain Kirk, of course. 

Now Kirk Hinrich returns to Chicago after 
two years away and bears the responsibility of 
holding down the fort in Rose’s point guard 
spot. 

“I always enjoyed watching how this team 
competed and played unselfishly That was 
something, when it came down to the deci- 
sion time, that was part of my decision why 
I came back,” said Hinrich, who talked about 
the conversations he and Rose had before his 
return to the Bulls from Atlanta. “I’ve got an 
unbelievable amount of respect for him. It 
worked out and I’m excited to be on the same 
side as him again.” 

The players who were on the Bulls the last 
time Hinrich was a fixture say he’s already 
fitting back into the groove. 

The 31-year-old Hinrich may have been hit 
by a few minor injuries recently— including 
ones to his thumb and groin— during the pre- 
season, but his teammates aren’t fazed. 

“It’s just good to have him back. I know 
since he left, he’s had a lot of injuries. Dealing 
with that is tough. But to have him back, re- 
ally, it’s like he never left,” forward Taj Gibson 
said. “He just knows the court, he knows how 
we play He’s really unselfish and he’s a leader, 
especially now.” 

Hinrich, who is expected to start in 
Wednesday’s season opener, said he’s not 
ready to be fitted for a superhero cape yet. 
However, he’s comfortable settling into a

“It’s just something that comes with the terri- 
tory as point guard of the team, especially as a vet- 
eran point guard,” he said.

“It was something that I decided I had to 
do and just be comfortable with and now it’s still 
not ideal, but I’m more used to it.” 

Does he feel any kind of solidarity with the high 
school nerd wearing glasses now that he’s sporting 
his own pair? 

“^ah,” he said with a laugh. “I guess they’re not 
Rec Specs, but that kind of always used to be the 
joke when I was growing up, guys that wore Rec 
Specs. So I guess it’s just the modern-day version 
of that.” 

Speaking of things Hinrich isn’t a big fan of, 
that “Captain Kirk” nickname isn’t his favorite.

Candy is for kids. These 10 dishes 
are the real Halloween treat— 
but only for the bravest of eaters 

By Erin Gibbons I for redeye 

Spooked by the sight of blood, let alone the thought of eat- 
ing it? Ingredients like blood, bones, organ meats and in- 
sects may seem more trick than treat to some Chicagoans, 
but in many parts of the world (and many parts of the U.S.), 
they’re common— even celebrated. 

Mexican chef Manuel Baouelos, who opened Oaxacan 
restaurant Mezcalina in the Loop in August, said that 
grasshoppers — a high-protein, nutritious snack— are 
considered a delicacy in Oaxacan cuisine. And Thomas 
Elliott Bowman, partner and co-executive chef at Baume 
& Brix, grew up eating fried chicken gizzards and livers 
as a kid in Oklahoma, where he could find them at every 
corner store. 

“There are parts of the animal that get overlooked that 
are, in my opinion, some of the best,” Bowman said. 

That may be changing. The whole-animal movement al- 
ready has swept New Yoik City and the San Francisco Bay 
Area, and Bowman thinks it’s made its way to Chicago. At 
Baume & Brix, which opened in River North earlier this 
month, he and co-executive chef Ben Roche are taking an 
“upscale approach to downplayed food” on the “Divide” 
section of the menu, which features large dishes that are 
meant to be shared. The menu isn’t necessarily “head-to- 
tail,” but they’re including unfamiliar ingredients where it

The “Divide” section of the menu at 
Baume & Brix (351 W. Hubbard St 
312-321-0351) features large dishes 
that are meant to be shared, includ- 
ing a whole roasted capon-a cas- 
trated rooster that “grows really big 
because it’s not running around chas- 
ing the ladies,” Bowman explained. 
The capon is served with fried giz- 
zards and hearts, mashed yams, truf- 
fled brown gravy, green beans and a 
homestyle romaine salad with ranch 
dressing ($150, serves 4-6 and must 
be ordered 48 hours in advance). 


makes sense. 

“When you serve offal or ingredients like that, and 
they’re in context with everything else, and the entire 
dish makes sense, it’s not a weird ingredient,” Roche said. 
“It seems like a very natural part of the meal that you’re 
having.” 

Still, Bowman admits he loves to push customers outside 
of their comfort zone. “We want the people who know {an 
ingredient] and really love it,” he said, “but we also want 
those people who squirm a little when they see it, and then 
try it and go, ‘This is awesome.’ ” 

Just in time for Halloween, we’ve unearthed lo menu items 
at restaurants new and old that may accomplish just that.

All ears 

“We’re trying to use ingredi- 
ents that challenge people, 
but find a really accessible 
way to present them,” said 
Jason Hammel, owner of 
Nightwood (2119 S. Halsted 
St 312-526-3385). In keeping 
with that philosophy, ex- 
ecutive chef Jason Vincent 
serves a crispy pig ear with 
maple syrup, house-cultured 
butter and cilantro that’s 
“sticky, sweet and crunchy- 
in the good way that fried 
chicken is,” Hammel said. 







Bloody good 

Blood sausage-also known as black 
pudding or blood pudding-is made 
by cooking blood with various fillers 
such as meat, fat, rice and spices. In 
Spain, it’s called morcilla, and Cafe 
Iberico (737 N. LaSalle Drive 312-573- 
1510) serves it as part of its chorizo 
y morcilla hot tapas, a combination 
platter of grilled Spanish-style sau- 
sages ($7.95). The morcilla is made 
with beef and pork blood and filled 
with pork, onions, garlic, paprika, salt, 
pepper, vinegar and rice. 



Everything’s better with intestine 

Lao Sze Chuan (2172 S. Archer Ave. 312-326- 
5040), the popular Szechwan spot from res- 
taurateur Tony Hu, is an adventurous eater’s 
playground. Try the double-cooked pork intes- 
tine ($10.95), which is boiled with ginger, green 
onions and five-spice and cut into small pieces 
before being stir-fried with chili bean paste, 
Szechuan peppercorns, dry chili pepper, bell 
peppers, ginger, garlic and green onions. 


Brains and brawn 

Maghaz masala-or brains masala- 
is a traditional South Asian dish. At 
Usmania Fine Dining (2244 W. Devon 
Ave. 773-262-1900), they boil a whole 
goat brain until it breaks down, then 
add it to a mixture of sauteed onions, 
tomatoes, green peppers, garlic and 
red chili powder and cook it over low 
heat before serving ($14). 



Hair of the cow 

Menudo-a spicy Mexican soup made with tripe 
(the stomach lining of a cow)-is known for being a 
hangover cure. And while it’s particularly popular at 
Nuevo Leon (1515 W. 18th St 312-421-1517) on week- 
end mornings, it’s made fresh seven days a week and 
served all day ($4 small, $6 large). The slow-cooked 
tripe is combined with ancho and guajillo chilis, gar- 
lic, onion and spices to create a red, rich broth that’s 
served with chopped onion, limes and corn tortillas. 
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Freshly cut 
grasshoppers 

At Mezcalina (333 E. 
Benton Place, Suite 100, 
312-240-5000), chef 
Baouelos uses grass- 
hoppers as a garnish 
on several dishes. His 
personal favorite is 
thequesillo envuelto 
en hoja santa ($10), 
roasted Oaxacan string 
cheese wrapped in 
hoja santa leaf (an 
aromatic herb with a 
heart-shaped leaf and 
licorice flavor) with 
roasted tomato-pasilla 
chili salsa, served in 
a skillet with toasted 
grasshoppers and 
tortillas. 



Bite your tongue 

You won’t find beef 
tongue at the average 
Chicago steakhouse, but at 
European-style steakhouse 
Bavette’s Bar & Boeuf 
(218 W. KInzIe St 312-624- 
8154), they’re braising it 
in beef stock, star anise, 
thyme and peppercorns 
before slicing, pan-searing 
and serving it with carrots, 
celery and a side of horse- 
radish sauce ($16). Think 
pot roast. “When you put 
tongue on the menu, people 
are gonna say, ‘What?’ ’’ 
general manager Lyndi 
Feitshans said. “But it’s re- 
ally fantastic, and it’s kind 
of a head-turner once you 
give it a shot.’’ 



Bare bones 

Bone marrow is classic in British 
cuisine, but at British-inspired 
tavern Owen & Engine (2700 N. 
Western Ave. 773-235-2930), the 
flavors are decidedly French. After 
the marrow is roasted, it’s topped 
with French escargot and garlic- 
herb bread crumbs for crunch, 
then served alongside a toasted 
house-baked baguette and a grilled 
lemon wedge to cut the richness. 
The bones themselves are part of 
the presentation, cut laterally to 
make it easier to remove the but- 
tery marrow. 



Chin up 

Duck tongue may be a popu- 
lar dish in Chinatown, but duck 
chin is a bit harder to find, 
said Wayne Liang, manager 
at Ken Kee Restaurant (2129-A 
S. China Place 312-326-2088). 
At the authentic Cantonese 
restaurant in Chinatown 
Square Mall, they cut off the 
lower part of the duck head, 
marinate it with soy sauce 
and sugar and deep-fry it with 
garlic and pepper ($7.95). “It’s 
crispy and good with a cold 
beer,’’ Liang said.
